The above are the only fees or emoluments, beyond his salary, which the 
Secretary of the County Cork Grand Jury has’received in the year 1859; 
but besides this, a gentleman, who acts as his assistant, receives for his ser- 
vice the 6 d. on each tender, as regulated by the statute; and 6d. additional 
whenever any party, who does not fill his own tender, asks him to fill them • 
altogether these tenders (blank and filled) amounted in the year to - - 134 - - 

The statute prescribes the forms in which applications for presentments and payments are 
to be made by the public ; many persons who do not fill their own applications apply to 
the assistant in the office to fill them, and for this form, and the fillino-, he charges 2 s each 
Some idea may be formed of the office work of this monster county from the fact that 
the statute requires the secretary’s office to le opened only 10 days previous to each half 
yearly sessions ; while throughout the whole year there are three persons employed in the 
County Cork office, besides the secretary himself and a fourth hand, for nearly four months 
in each year, making four permanent yearly and one occasional ban d, 

The rolls of presentments, engrossed in this office in the year 1859, contain 607 skins of 
parchment. 

The printed presentment books, for the year 1859, contain over 1,500 (fifteen hundred) 
pages of closely printed foolscap. Under one head alone in these books, there is levied 
over 34,000 1. to meet demands of 3 l. 4 s. 2 d., 17 /. 6 s. 3 d., 6 1. 4 s. 4 d. &c. &c. &c. 

There are 23 baronies, some of them larger than some counties. The travelling within 
the year is over 2,500 miles. The number of sessions held in the year is 96 ; some'of these 
are over 70 miles from Cork, of which railway is available for only 20 miles, and no pro- 
vision is made by law for travelling, hotel, or other expenses whatever. ,
